Che Old Stuert Story 


—ITS EFFECT 


The order of Knights of Pythias grew out of a beautiful poem writ- 
ten by John Banim, in 1821. In his poem Banim told the story of the 
loyal friendship existing between Damon and Pythias, two men of an- 
cient Syracuse, a friendship that almost carried one of them, Pythias, 
to the headsman’s block in sacrifice. His friend, Damon, was to die at 
sunset for an alleged act of treason. That he might go to see his wife 
and child before being beheaded Pythias took the place of Damon in 
prison, promising to die in his stead if Damon did not return. 

In the hope of saving his master from the block Lucullus, the 
slave of Damon, killed Damon’s horse while he was in his home to 
prevent his return to release Pythias from his contract to die for him 
if he did not return. The hours passed and Damon did not come to 
keep his promise and Dionysius, the new ruler in Syracuse, sneered 
at Pythias and told him he must die. Just as Pythias reached the 
‘block and the headsman’s ax was raised a cloud of dust appeared in the 
western horizon and a few moments later Damon fell exhausted at 
the feet of Dionysius. He had returned to keep faith with Dionysius 
—he had saved his friend. Dionysius was so moved by the friendship 
of the two men that he pardoned Damon and made both Damon and 
Pythias men of his counsel. 

' This touching story of friendship and devotion struck deep into 
the heart of Justus H. Rathbone, a teacher in the schools of the cop- 
per mining district near Eagle Harbor, Mich., in the winter of 1857-758. 
Rathbone sat by the dim light of his study table during the long winter 
evenings and read and re-read the poem of Banim. ‘Tears came into 
this eyes as he pictured in his mind’s eye the beautiful devotion of Da- 
mon and Pythias. He decided to form a compact with certain of his 
friends to be friends in truth and in deed. About that time the play 
“Damon and Pythias” was enjoying much popularity, and Rathbone 
organized a little rural dramatic club to produce it at the town hall in 
Eagle Harbor. He was elected stage director, and manager, and the 
play so impressed him that he decided to form a new secret society 
to have as its basis the trinity—friendship, charity and benevolence. 
He began work on a ritual and finished it a year later. 

About that time the war of the rebellion came on to rend the land 
in twain, and Rathbone forgot his new secret society for the time 
being, and enlisted in the Union army at Germantown, Pa. He went 
to the front, but was soon ordered to Washington for duty in the med- 
ical department. During his brief stay at Germantown he formed the 
acquaintance of Robert A. Champion, chief steward of the United 
States hospital, and they became friends. One evening, while the 
men sat talking, Rathbone told Champion about his secret society 
scheme, and read him the ritual.

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It impressed Champion so deeply that the man agreed that even- 
ing to join hands in forming a secret organization to be known as the 
Knights of Pythias. The close of the war was to mark the beginning 
of their efforts. The exciting incidents of the rebellion made both 
men forget their secret society, but during a lull in their work they 
formed a vocal society called the “Arion Glee Club,” which included 
themselves and William and David Burnett, clerks in the War Depart- 
ment, Dr. Edwin Kimball, a clerk in the Surgeon-General’s office; 
Charles H. Roberts and HE. A. Driver, clerks in the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

One night in 1864, during a meeting of the club in Washington, 
they sang many patriotic songs, and were full of the spirit of brotherly 
love ds friendship. PernWene decided that night was to mark the 
beginning of the order of “Knights of Pythias.” He produced a 
small Bible and asked each member of the club to take oath not to 
reveal the contents of the ritual he was going to read. Each mem- 
ber took oath, and Rathbone read the ritual to them. They then 
agreed to have another meeting at once and ask a few friends to join 
the order. The friends asked to the next meeting were)Joel R. Wood- 
ruff, A. Vanderveer, Geo. R. Covert, A. Roderique and J. T. K. Plant. 
The newcomers took the oath and gave their allegiance to the order 
of “The Knights of Pythias.” And that was the formal beginning 
of what is now one of the foremost secret orders of the world. 


Pythian Lodge Jewels. 


There are very few knights who, if called upon, could take a set 
of lodge jewels and select the one that is intended for each office. Ltere 
is a complete description of the different jewls worn by ofticrs of the 
lodge: 

Chancellor Commander—Two Byori and a lance (in silver or oth- 
er white metal), crossed, surmounted by the escutcheon of the order 
in gold or other yellow metal. 

Vice Chancellor—A vertical lance (in silver or other white metal), 
surmounted by the escutcheon of the order in gold or other yellow 
metal. 

Prelate—A circle in silver or other white metal on which shall 
be placed the open book of law in gold or other yellow metal. | 

Master of Work—Fasces and a torch in silver or other white me- 
tal crossed. 

Keeper of Records and Seal—Crossed pens in silver or other white 
metal. 

Master of Finance—A pen and a key in silver or other white metal, 
- crossed. 

Master of Exchequer—Crossed keys in silver or other white metal. 

Master at Arms—A sword, a lance and a battle ax in silver or other 
white metal; the butts touching and the ends extending outward. 

Inner Guard—Two crossed swords in silver or other white metal. 

Outer Guard—One sword in silver or other white metal, placed 
vertically.

Aurient Syracuse 


Meemoacni LION EY DE. CALVIN FLETCHER. 


Perhaps nothing could be of greater interest to the multitude of 
Pythians than a personal visit to the site of Syracuse, Sicily. There, 
twenty-five centuries ago, an act of generous, honest brotherly love 
planted a seed in the human heart that today is producing a thousand- 
fold harvest of golden grain, as shown in the results of the fraternal 
order of the Knights of Pythias. 

A few years ago Dr. Calvin T. Fletcher, of igiatineestop who had 
traveled the world over, furnished an interesting story of a visit he 
made to the city of Syracuse, on the southeastern coast of the island 
of Sicily. His narrative, which will be enjoyed by every knight, 
follows: | 

“At 4 o’clock one morning in the beginning of February a year 
ago, we shook the snow from off our blankets and got up, stiff and 
cold, from the effects of the snowstorm of the night before, which had 
overtaken us on our trip down from the crater of Mt. Etna, the king 
of living volcanoes. After hot coffee and sandwiches we trudged 
through the snow, cheered and enthused by the wonderful prospect 
spread out below us. As far as the eye could see, starting beyond the 
lava-covered sides of the immediate vicinity of the mountain, were a 
succession of fields of grain and orchards and gardens of oranges 
lemons, pomegranates and almond groves. Some miles away, on the 
edge of the Mediterranean Sea, on a high coast line of volcanic tuffa 
stone, lay the extensive ruins of Syracuse, the ancient home of the 
world-famous heroes, Damon and Pythias. 

“This, our objective point, was reached by an interesting railway 

journey. At the station we hired a two-wheeled Sicilian cart drawn 
by a cheerful ex-brigand, who proved in more ways than one that 
his right hand had not forgot its cunning—his calling had at first 
appearances changed, but the transformation had never reached his 
heart. We gave him a Rolland for an Oliver, however, and for every 
Jemon he handed us from the groves of Syracuse we gave him a 
Hoosier chestnut. That cart was a marvel of art. The bed was di- 
vided into ten panels. On each panel was painted in oil scenes 
from profane and religious history. Here was a picture of purgatory, 
with the sinners roasting in flames that would outdo Etna, and Op- 
posed to this on another panel were shown the delights of Paradise in 
gardens rivaling the real Sicilian article. The bed would seat from 
eicht to twelve people. The harness and trappings were decorated 
with silver, brass and ereat plumes of different colored wools, while 
from the top of the bridle stood the tail feathers of the mative 
pheasant—now a rare and expensive ornament. 

“Being hungry, we first drove to the modern city, built on an 
endless mass of ruins covering the little island of Ortygia. Our 
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appetites were equal to the boiled sea snails, ripe olives and pullente, 
a kind of yellow cornpone filled with raisins. We first drove to 
the great Greek quarries or Latomia of Paradise. These extensive 
artificial caves, with walls from fifty to 100 feet high, are now 
filled with exquisite tropical flowers and vegetation, but after the 
defeat of the Athenians by the Syracusans they were filled with 
several thousand noble Greeks, who were here allowed to die of star- 
vation. 


“One of these strange caverns is called the ‘ear of Dionysius’ 
and it offers the most remarkable acoustic freak in the world. A 
piece of paper torn at the entrance or a few words spoken by an 
intensifying of the sound becomes at the other end of the cave a 
veritable peal of thunder. ‘The upper end had a secret passage- 
way, which connected with the palace of the tyrant, and it is said 
that Dionysius sitting there could hear the very thoughts of his polli- 
tical prisoners. So here we have the first successful ‘mind reading’ 
and the first phonograph on record. 


“We climbed afoot high above and walked along the street of 
tombs. Deep chariot ruts were worn in the stone, and on either side 
rose the walls of native stone, where the numerous graves had been 
chiseled out in the sides. Then we came out to a point where 
the natives had made a long trough out of old ruined stones, and 
there the women were busily washing their clothes. The water also 
ran through and turned a primitive native mill for grinding corn. 

“Just below us, cut out of the hillside, lay the well-preserved 
ruins of the Greek theater. This structure seated almost 30,000 
spectators, and it was here that the tragedies of Aeschylus, the Shake- 
speare of Greece, were produced. Here the literary lights and intellec- 
tual element of a population of 2,000,000 souls, come together for 
the enjoyment of the highest results of Helenic achievement in letters. 
From the auditorium we looked down on the ruins of the palace 
where the enduring tragedy and object lesson of Damon and Pythias 
took place, and farther off we saw the placid bay, where was fought 
the greatest naval battle of antiquity. As we stepped down from one 
row of seats to another we could read many names of the former 
ewners cut in deep Greek letters on the fronts. And of all these 
and of all other creatures of the world we are told that but one in 
20,000,000 is remembered! 

“Off at some distance we visited the ruins of the Roman ampi- 
theater, a second edition, or representative of the second ownership 
of this once powerful city—the Roman having succeeded the Greek 
at the beginning of the Christian era. Many other ruins, monuments 
and shrines invited our inspection, not the least of which was a visit 
to the Fountain of Arethusa. This lovely spot appeals to every stu- 
dent of Greek and Latin literature. As the day was drawing to a 
close we stopped in front of the church, constructed entirely from frag- 
ments of the wilderness of ruins. It is occupied by some Capuchine 
monks, and to their great delight I took a picture of the brothers as 
they were taking their evening stroll. 

“As I stepped inside the inclosure I spied the only brother who 
had staid at home to keep house, while the others were taking their 
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walk. The good-natured monk was perched high on a ruined column, 
trowel in hand, cementing a block of stone that was in danger of 
falling down from its position. He willingly came down to accompany 
me on my visit to the ‘underworld. With each a torch in hand, we 
started down, down, and finally came to a remarkable chapel seventy- 
five feet under ground. From this led off an endless maze of passages 
that extended in every direction, and form the most interesting. cata- 
comb in the world. Graves were cut out on every side, and even under 
foot. Countless thousands had been laid away for their last long rest. 

“The sight was bewildering. It seemed to me I had been walking 
down there for days and days, and when I accidentally stumbled over 
the remains of one of our Greek forefathers and sank almost ex- 
hausted into a stone sarcophagus my kind guide asked me if I wouldn’t 
like some refreshments. I looked askance at the dried bones and 
shrunken mummies around me, and said ‘Thank you,’ meaning, thank 
you—no. But the fat monk thought I had meant thank you, yes, so 
he jogged off, leaving me in my own cheerful company, surrounded 
by the good and evil spirits of bygone ages to do as they pleased 
with the tired, hungry, sleepy, defenseless American. 

“Well, the first thing they chose to do was to put me to sleep, 
and, carefully selecting the soft side of a discarded stone coffin lid, 
i stretched myself out and had a glorious nap. The next thing those 
good spirits did was to make me dream of mince pies, roasting ears, 
and then, to my disgust, the evil spirits prompted that jolly monk to 
awaken me from my slumber. But they were quickly forgiven, for 
there on an empty coffin in front of me was spread out a fine lunch 
of goats’ cheese, olives, bread, fish and marsolla wine.” 

Dr. Fletcher visited many other interesting points in the ancient 
city, and he believes that the Knights of Pythias could not do better 
than to make a pilgrimage to the historic city of ruins.

Went” KALTLONE, FOUNDER OF ORDER, CAUGHT THE 
peat Or TRIE NOS IP OrROM OLD STORY. 


In the Northern wildwood, where pine trees, garmented in green 
lift their lofty heads amidst the winter snows and tell their tales of 
strength and courage—there in nature’s vast cathedral arches, a mes- 
sage from the far-off past was whispered to a listening ear. 

As this story swept through the cycling ages—in the “old time” 
Pythagoras caught the vibrant strain, set it to melodic numbers and 
called it—friendship—and in the “new time” Justus H. Rathbone, a 
dweller in the distant forest, whose nature was tuned to music and to 
rhythm, wrote down this “Harmony of Life,” and gave it to his country 
in her hour of greatest need- 

And this principle, divins in essence, in power, as absolute as truth, 
has diffused itself like an atmosphere, has taught the ministry of loyalty 
and tenderness, has touched the crude things of life, and evolved there- 
from artistic beauty; has, with creative genius, fused fragments into 
forms, and organized thousands of differing human factors into a gigan- 
tic and harmonious whole—not yet perfected—but growing every day, 
with man’s growing thought, nearer to man’s highest ideal, expressing 
more clearly the spirit of life’s radiant center and its fundamental 
force, and this active power pressing ever forward, ever upward, with 
its hosts of human souls, its true and faithful members, its loyal 
Knights—is Pythianism. 

Outside the pale of politics—larger than any creed, claiming high 
privilege of ministration to the world’s sacred needs, the order of the 
Knights of Pythias bears aloft its banner—F. C. and B. 

Looking backward over forty-seven years from its small beginning 
tracing its many roadways, noting mistakes and struggles, used as steps 
for growth and strength, the order of the Knights of Pythias may wear 
with pride its lurid crown and gather inspiration for future triumphs. 


First Lodge in Indiana Instituted in 1869. 


The order of Pythanism was introduced into Indiana by Charles P. 
Carty, a resident of Indianapolis, who, while on a visit to Martinsburg, 
W. Va., became a member of Washington Lodge No. 1. He was ap- 
pointed deputy supreme chancellor for Indiana and upon returning 
home at once engaged in the work of securing applicants to form a 
lodge. 

ness Mclane, also a resident of Indianapolis, had conceived a 
favorable opinion of the order while visiting in Philadelphia and with- 
out specific authority was circulating a paper among his friends and 
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acquaintances for the same purpose. Neither of these men knew they 
were similarly engaged. They simultaneously presented their papers to 
each other for consideration. Explanations followed and from that 
time they worked together finally obtaining the names of Warren 
A. Root, Charles Mansur, HE. E. Fast, Charles L. Busath, D. C. Bur- 
gundthal, John R. Morton, M. L. Siddlemeyer, Charles A. Holt, George 
Swain, W. M. Obeimeyer, David Shishler and George Brown, in addi- 
tion to their own. 


The application for a dispensation to form a lodge was dated 
June 1, 1869. On June 12 the supreme chancellor, Samuel Read, of 
Mt. Holly, N. J., and Grand Chancellor Edgecomb of West Virginia 
instituted the first lodge. 


It seems that Supreme Chancellor Read was not satisfied with 
the number of applicants who appeared at the appointed time for 
the organization. He was determined to instruct a sufficient number 
to form two lodges, and he detailed Albert McLane to secure the pres- 
ence of all persons who had promised to be present and receive instruc- 
tions. The total number of applicants obligated was twenty-one. Al- 
though it was the desire of the supreme chancellor that two lodges 
be formed, the newly made Knights thought it inadvisable, but in the 
selection of officers some differences arose and it was finally agreed to 
separate and form the second lodge. Olive Branch Lodge No. 2 was 
then regularly organized.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF FOUNDER OF PYTHIANISM 


Justus Henry Rathbone, to whose deep interest in humanity the 
world owes the establishment of the order Knights of Pythias, was 
born at Deerfield, Oneida County, New York, Oct. 29, 1839. He was 
the son of a prominent lawyer of “Utica. 

Mr. Rathbone received an excellent high school and Mavere 
education. In 1857 he left the scenes of his childhood, and, although 
only 18 years of age, penetrated the wilds of north Michigan, locating 
in the Lake Superior country. Here he taught school at Eagle Har- 
bor for several years. While thus engaged he wrote the ritual of the 
order of Knights of Pythias which was destined to bring him much 
fame in later years. 

When war broke out he enlisted in the volunteer service, but 
through some informality his company was not accepted by the Gov- 
ernor. Upon the death of his father, in 1861, he left the Lake Superior 
country and went to Germantown, Pa., where he accepted a position as 
chief clerk in the United States hospital at that place. 

Two years later he was ordered to Washington for duty in the 
medical department. Here he remained in various departments of the 
Government service until his death, excepting a few years spent in 
the publishing business in Boston. 

Mr. Rathbone died suddenly while on a visit to ine O., Sept. 9, 
1884. He began his Pythian career with the founding of the order; 
he ceased his fight for the principles of the fraternity when death over- 
took him. 
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GEORGE M. COON, Past Chancellor, 


One of Indiana’s best known Pythians is George Marshall Coon, present prosecuting 
attorney of Grant County. Mr. Coon ts one of the most active members of Grant 
Lodge and was the presiding chancellor commander when the lodge acquired its beau- 
tiful new home in South Adams Street. Myr. Coon became a knight on March 171, 
rgor and has never missed a session of the grand lodge since leaving the Chancellor 
commander's chair. He has assisted in conferring ranks in every lodge of Grant 
county and in Many Lodges of adjoining counties.

Grant Lodge No. 103. 


The subordinate lodge Knights of Pythias was instituted in Mar- 
ion on July 20, 1882. On the opening page of the history of the 
lodge, appears the names of thirty-one of the best known and highly 
respected citizens of the community who came forward to assist in 
launching an organization that has become one of the most important 
in the city and whose beneficence is shared by hundreds today. Many 


of these noble founders have passed on to their eternal reward, but 
memory of them and their spirit remains firmly fixed in the minds 
of those who were associated with them in business and in the en- 
joyment of social affairs. Others have sought fame and fortune in 
different localities and some remain to aid in the grand work of 
Friendship, Charity and Benevolence that was begun twenty-nine 
years ago. 

The men who launched the good ship of Pythianism in Marion 
and whose names ever will be honored through years to come were: 
W. E. Smith, Willis Van Devanter George Webster, Jr., Simon Gold- 
thait, W. H. Ervine J. C. Goldthait Cyrus W. Neal W. M. Sheldon F.

Grand Chancellor G. C. Darnall was present for the Renton 
and presided over the ceremonies incident thereto, which were con- 
ducted by members of the lodges of Jonesboro, Union City, Logansport, 
Frankfort, Kokomo, Winchester and Bluffton. The meeting was held 
in the Bennett hall, on the west side of the public square. 

Adjournment was taken during the day and an elaborate banquet 
was spread for those interested in the institution of the lodge at the 
Spencer House. During the progress of the banquet it was determined 
that the new organization should be named Grant lodge No. 108, 
Knights of Pythias. On this occasion many pleasant associations 
were formed and many lasting acquaintances established. 

The first officers to exercise authority over Grant lodge were 
elected as follows: George Webster, Jr., past chancellor; Willis Van 
Devanter, chancellor commander; Simon Goldthait, vice chancellor; 
Dr. A. A. Hamilton, prelate; W. H. Frvine, master of exchequer; J

The first regular meeting of the lodge was held on the night of 
July 25, 1882. At this meeting the first visiting brother was enter- 
tained in the person of Brother W. H. Wiley of Jonesboro lodge No. 
102, and the first petition for membership was presented, coming from 
John W. Kelly. The first person to receive the rank of Knight in 
the organization was Simon Goldthait. 

From such a beginning, Grant lodge has grown i become the sec- 
ond lodge in the state, with a membership of nearly 650 loyal Knights. 
The oldest members will recall times when the good ship was rocked 
by the waves of sorrow and darkness and blown by the winds of ad- 
verstiy, but, guided by those who had the interest of ‘the lodge at 
heart and who stood for the noble principles upon which the order was 
founded, she safely sailed the sea of time, and today they see that 
same organization recognized as one of the prominent factors of the 
community in the uplift of mankind, in relieving the distressed, in pro- 
tecting the weak, and bringing sunshine and happiness to hearts in 
gloom. 

As the growth of the lodge was rapid it soon became apparent 
that larger and more suitable quarters were needed, and to the end 
of obtaining a new lodge hall a committee, composed of D. R. McKin- 
ney, Barney Prins and W. H. Ervine, was appointed. Soon afterwards 
the lodge moved into the Marks building, on the south side of the 
public square, where it remained quartered for several years. The 
next meeting place of the lodge was in the Columbia block, just north 
of the public square, in Washington street, where the organization 
continued to grow and prosper. The next move of the lodge was when 
it occupied its present beautiful home, at the northwest corner of 
Adams and Seventh streets, on Janvary 1, 1907. The membership. of 
Grant lodge had attained such proportions that the purchase of a 
Castle Hall was justified and a movement toward that end was launched. 

George Marshall Coon, the present prosecutine attorney of Grant 
county, became chancellor commander of Grant lodee on July 6. 1906. 
and during his incumbenev of the highest office in the subordinate 
lodge the present Castle Hall was purchased and occupied. The prop-

erty was acquired of Mrs. Maria Lomax w ith a consideration of $15,000. 
Immediately after the acquisition of the property, the work of remodel- 
ing the structure was begun and after several months it was converted 
into an ideal lodge home and is today regarded one of the finest lodge 
properties in Indiana. Grant lodge owes $6,000 on its home, but this 
indebtedness will be cleared within the next year. 


The Castle Hall is a brick structure with three stories and base- 
ment. It is situated on a quarter-block site in almost the very heart 
of the city. The basement of the building is used chiefly for social 
functions, being equipped with dining tables and all accessories for 
holding banquets. There is a large kitchen in connection, which, also, 
is fully equipped with dishes and utensils. There are six large rooms 
on the first and second floors with two large halls. There is a bil- 
liard table on the first fioor and reading, lounging and writing rooms. 
Refreshments may be obtained here at any time, as nothing for the 
comfort and pleasure of the members and visiting brothers ‘has been 
overlooked. There are pool tables on the second floor, as well as 
card tables, and one of the rooms is used in which to keep the para- 
phernailia of the lodge. Leading to the third floor, which is used sole- 
ly for lodge purposes, are two large ante-rooms. 


The lodge hall is hardly large enough at this time although about 
400 persons can be seated in it. The floors of the Castle Hall are all car- 
peted and the building is well furnished only the best of furniture 
having been installed. “The building is modern throughout and is care- 
fully Jooked after by a salaried custodian. The members of Grant 
lodge take considerable pride in claiming that their home is one of 
the finest in the state, and, that it is a popular place with them, is 
evidenced in the large crowds that may be found there nightly. 

To undertake to relate all the interesting incidents that have de- 
veloped in connection with the lodge in Marion would require volumes. 
and it is useless to attempt such herein. There are some things, how- 
ever, that are deserving of special mention. Going into the early his- 
tory of the lodge it is found that the first social event ever held under 
its auspices was a dance on March 22, 1883. During the early days of 
the lodge the members gave much attention to promoting the social 
features of the organization and held many affairs that are remem- 
bered by any number of people in Marion today. 


At a meeting on October 14, 1884, a committee was appointed to 
plan for the organization of a uniformed rank, which was later organ- 
ized with a large and active membership. The uniformed rank was 
favorably known in Marion for several years and enjoyed a splendid 
reputation because of its work. Through the removal of several mem- 
bers and the inability of others to continue actively in the rank in- 
terest weakened and the organization was abandoned. Just at this time 
there is talk of inaugurating a movement for the organization of a 
uniformed rank and it is likely that such will be effected within the 
next year. Grant lodge has in its membership rich material for a uni- 
formed rank, particularly among the younger brothers. The Dramatic 
Order Knights of Khorassans also had an organization in this city a 
few years ago, but lack of interest resulted in its being abandoned.

There is much talk of re-establishing the D. O. K. K’s. this spring 
and the movement is likely to be carried out successfully. 


Grant lodge at one time had a band among its members, a com- 
mittee to organize such having bee appointed at the meeting on 
October 28, 1885. There was never but one time in the history of 
Grant lodge that the organization was on the verge of breaking up and 
that was during the spring of 1886. It is true that the lodge was tot- 
tering at that time through the fact that interest in the organization 
began to wane. 


Ou many occasions not enough members to form a quorum were 
present on meeting nights and except for the fact that faithful old 
members came to the rescue and held meetings, the charter would have 
been taken. Among those who helped most in putting the lodge on 
“its feet” was Dr. C. H. Eckert, now of Ft. Wayne, who always has 
been a faithful and active Pythian. Dr. Eckert stimulated interest 
through an announcement that he would give the famous old Pluto 
work, which was used previous to the adoption of the present ritual. 
A large crowd came out to see the exemplification of the old ritual 
and Grant lodge took on new growth. 


The first member of Grant lodge to pass into the great beyond 
was Brother J. M. Willson, who died in September, 1885. 


It is also noted in the records that at the meeting on June 5, 
1889, the lodge appropriated the sum of $15 for the relief of K. of P. 
sufferers in the Johnstown, (Pa.) flood. 


During the first six months of 1905, J. B. F. Dunn was chancel- 
lor commander and during that term seventy-four new members were 
received into the lodge. On one night a class of fifty-three-men were 
given the rank of Knight, which was followed with a banquet that was 

attended by more than 200 Pythians. The banquet held on that oc- 
casion is said to be the biggest social event that was ever held by a 
lodge in this city. The good work of Brother Dunn will long be re- 
membered, as it was through his faithful activity that the lodge mem- 
bers knew one of their greatest periods of growth. 

During the term of Brother John O. Fryer, from January 1, 1908 
to June 30, 1908, the lodge made a net increase in membership of 
153, which established a new state record for a single six months’ 
period, thus placing Grant lodge in second place in point of member- 
ship. That record still stands and perhaps will continue to stand until 
the present holders of the honor shall set even a greater mark 
in the realms of Pythianism. Brother Fryer ‘is one of the lodge’s most 
active members today and seldom fails to attend the meetings. 

At this time Grant lodge boasts of a membership that is excelled 
hy no other lodge in the state in size, quality, interest and progress, 
Numbered in its fold are many of the city’s most prominent citizens 
and, fortunately enough, they are proud of their lodge and are at the 
front in its work. The meetings of Grant lodge, as a rule, are largely 
attended and the business is disposed of in a way that reflects much 
credit upon those charged with handling the affairs of the organization.

The future of Grant lodge is most promising and assuring. The 
lodge has a yearly inocme of about $5,000. Its membership is substan- 
tial and growing. Only recently a special membership and entertain- 
ment committee was appointed and the work of this committee has 
borne exceptionally splendid fruit. The lodge is at this writing far 
behind in conferring ranks, and applications for membership are com- 
ing in continuously. Grant lodge has for one of its chief aims a mem- 
bership of one thousand and, when the names of that many Knights 
are written on the roster, the lodge will be the largest in the state. 


Because of the constantly growing membership, it is plainly evi- 
dent that before long it will become necessary for the lodge to enlarge 
its present quarters. ‘There is ample room on the site for re- building 
a larger Castle Hall. A movement is being hatched that has for its 
object the re-building of the home and there are many who believe 
action toward such an end will be taken within the next few months. 
Such an improvement will necessitate an expenditure of several thous- 
and dollars. Whether the Castle Hall will be remodeled before the 
lodge is free of the $6,000 debt it carries now cannot be foretold. 


Grant lodge has in the field a candidate for grand outer guard to 
be balloted upon at the meeting of the Grand Lodge next fall. That 
candidate is Dr. F. A. Priest, one of the best known citizens of Marion. 
Every lodge in the county is supporting the candidacy of Dr. Priest and 
the members of Grant lodge are sparing neither time nor expense in 
aiding his campaign. Dr. Priest has served admirably in the chairs of 
Grant lodge and is the present master of exchequer. There is no mem- 
ber of the lodge who has the interests of his organization more at 
heart than Dr. Priest, and the brothers of his lodge are neglecting 
no opportunity to win ‘him votes. Wherever Dr. Priest has carried his 
campaign he has met with the best encouragement. 

The members of Grant lodge are busy preparing for the district 
convention to be held in Marion on March 1. An elaborate program has 
been arranged and the meeting promises to be une best ever held in the 
district. 

The practice of Friendship, Charity and Sea: by the mem- 
bers of Grant lodge is too well known for discussion here. There are 
no better Pythians anywhere than those who make up Grant lodge. 
They are true to the principles of the order and are warriors in the 
fight for the betterment of mankind.

Jonesboro lodge was first instituted on June 22, 1882, but the or- 
ganization was abandoned about ten years later, because of the lack of 
interest, and the charter was surrendered. Pythianism in Jonesboro, 
however, was not to be downed and a movement for the organization 
of a new lodge was started. The second organization, Jonesboro lodge 
No. 102, was instituted on March 30, 1893, with sixty-seven charter 
members.

There was one time in the history of the lodge when it was ap- 
parent that the organization would disband. Interest began wavering 
and it was a difficult task to get enough members out to hold meet- 
ings. What probably saved the lodge “from going to pieces was the 
district meeting which was held at Gas City on March 17, 1901. Sev- 
eral Grand Lodge officers and members from surrounding lodges were 
present and succeeded in reviving interest. Since that time Gas City 
lodge has been in a prosperous condition and interest in the affairs 
of the organization never abated. The total resources of the lodge, 
including $1,500 cash on hand, are $2,469.27. 


Probably the best known Knight of Pythias in Gas City and one 
cf the best known in the county is J. E. Ward who is known as the 
father of Gas City lodge. Mr. Ward unquestionably has been the most 
active member of the organization and the present prosperous condition 
of the lodge is largely due to his work in its behalf. Mr. Ward has 
held some office in the lodge ever since its organization, it being a 
delight to the members to honor him whenever possible.

Sacred friendship demands a Pythias who will sacrifice every 
personal interest, and even dare to leave a fair Calanthe at the altar 
and fly to the rescue of his friend; who will place himself in chains 
and in a dungeon in order to secure a respite for his friend that he 
may go unguarded, unwatched, as free as the eagle’s wing, and com- 
mune with his loved wife and child ere he should die, reposing most 
implicit confidence in his friend’s honor to return; a Pythias will 
mount the scaffold of death, if necessary, for his friend, and with 
face beaming in tranquil smiles still proclaim the loyalty of his 
friend. And sacred friendship as vehemently demands a Damon 
whose regard for honor and right prompts him to face a tyrant mob. 
in defence of the rights and liberties of his Gonstitutency, and Who 
will even prefer death rather than dishonor;~a’Damon who will tear 
himself away from home and lovéd ones and sacrifice everything | 
which is dear to him and fly to the side of his friend and to death in 
order to maintain his honor and save the life of a friend who had 
done more for him than all Syracuse. Sacred friendship demands a 
Damon and Pythias who, in the hour of dire extremity and under 
the shadow of the headsman’s hungry ax, will grasp each other in 
friendship’s fond embrace while each will contend that it is better 
for himeslf to die and for his friend to live; a friendship which binds 
men one to the other in love, benevolence» charity and honor— that 
their every interest, both personal and general, becomes mutual; so 
that they share each other’s joys and bear each other’s sorrows as their 
own. Such a friendship as this is the foundation stone of the Order 
of Knights of Pythias. And whether all Pythians practice such 
friendship or not, does not change the foundation stone in the least. 
The foundation is fixed.—Rev. 8. L. Harris. 
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
